"This man Lawrence, who was killed

by a gun shot at the fair grounds, was
dissected, and his body removed to tne
undertaking rooms before I knew he
was dead. AO number of men m ght
be badly hurt and laiten to tbo botpi- -
tala atid the coroner never hear Of It
except by accident. We hear of half
the d atbs there anyway tbrongh the
reporters or BSmoOflO eifO The pins
cioBI thero will get thematdves into
trouble if tney don't le more careful."

I)r. Loins Berth, the physician who
attended I. awrei.ee, was BOOT by a re-

porter for 1 an lii.KAi.i last night and
r.a d, in reply to the statement made by
Coroner I'm warden: "The body of
Lawrence was not dissected, nor did I

make a postmortem examination. He
died 'lhursday afternoon at 3 o'clock.

Ilrnpcnrd tho Wound.
At 10 o'clock that evening I reopened

the incision made in the region of the
wound for the purpose of tracing the
course of the ball.

I was not sure whether it pierced the
spleen or a muscle near it. I found
that the wound would not necessarily
produce death, and the patient died
lrom the shock and tne consequent
exhaustion. 1 was not aware that I

was under any legal obligation to re-

port the death to the coroner as the
cause of the accident was plainly ap-
parent to everylndy. Lawrence was
mv private pat ent, and I do not think

wfl required to report to the coroner
any more than I would have been had
the patient died in my private hospital
from a surgical operation.

Ir. .loy, house physician at the 1". B.
A. home. aid to a reporter for Tun
Hi i:inlast night that the statement
attributed to Coroner PfBWBfdon i

false. He further said: "there has
not been a case here similar to those
mentioned by Ir. Penwarden.
